I traced the "deaf" narrow selectivity position to an errant whisker of 
solder I must have left behind when replacing the ,047uf bypass caps. 


Once that was fixed I was able to realign the IF in the "S" postion -- and 
that seems to have fixed the other ills I was experiencing. Sounds pretty 
good now, and plays much more like I had expected it would. Not too 
shabby at all ....

I have a comparative question about IF selectivity in the NC-303. 

To wit, if you tune in a sideband signal and then switch from SB2 to SB1 
(the opposite sideband) is it normal to still have a substantial amount 


of readable signal present? In my case, it is nearly as loud as the 
normal sideband but with a much lower high frequency response. 


VVVNV VV 


The 303 does things sideband switching differently than, say, 
Halliscratcher SX-101A (same scheme as S-76, SX-96, -100, 101, 115, -122). 


The Hallis leave the bandpass alone, just switch 2nd conversion oscillator 
to the xotherx side of the 1st IF signal. E.g. 1st IF 1650 kHz and 1600 or 
1700 kHz 2nd conversion osc to give 50 kHz, lower or upper sideband, 
without any retuning of HF osc. No shifting of BFO needed either. 


NC-303 leaves 2nd conversion osc and BFO alone. Instead, it *xmovesx the 
xcenterx of the 2nd IF (80 kHz) bandpass +/- 1.5 kHz, to either 81.5 or 
78.5 kHz, leaving the bandwidth alone. That makes for a trickier, more 
complex circuit, relative to Hallis. I don't know which would perform 
better. 


>From your note, it seems as if one of the bandpasses is being shifted by 
the wrong amount, to the wrong place. Does the sideband which seems ok 
"sound" ok, proper balance of highs & lows? 


Or, perhaps more likely, the center of the BFO is improperly set, relative 

to the 80 kHz IF center of bandpass. (It should be at exactly 80 kHz, the 

exact center of the 2nd IF.) If that's so, then one sideband position will 
give audio that sounds bass cut/treble boost, and the other, the opposite. 

You say that both SB1 & SB2 give same loudness---I think you are listening 

to the x*samex sideband, just the lower freq slope & upper freq slope 

of the sides of it. 


What happens on another band where the opposite sideband is transmitted? 


That should yield different symptoms. 


It's possible that a combination of xboth* of the above is happening. I.e. 
if the bandpasses are off 80 kHz, then you'd need to adjust the BFO off by 
like amount to get correct recovered audio. 


Drawing this all on paper helped me see it a bit better (I hope!). 


> The '303 is also nearly totally deaf in the "S" selectivity position, 
> obviously another problem somewhere. 


The fact that the 400 kHz selectivity position gives nothing makes me 
wonder about misaligment. The IF alignment is done entirely in the Sharp 
position... Make sure you are giving exactly 80 kHz to it. 


> > I'm sure you have aligned your NC-303, however, I found that the 
> article in > Electric Radio, April 93, is by far a real alignment

I had the corrections in my manual. 


Also see factory svc bulletin on aligning the 20m trap, C86 & L18. 
Also, Bulletin #FSN-50, 11/28/58. 


I'm in the process of checking each cap and switch section in the IF 
filtering circuits, just to make sure -- and also find the "S" position 
problem. The switching looks complicated at first blush, but is 
actually quite simple once you take the time to puzzle through it. 
Problem is that it is not easy to get to all of the switch sections 
without removing the IF strip from the radio and then removing those 
interstage shields -- a task I don't care to undertake as anything but a 
last resort.

The selective IF design is quite similar to the approach Hammarlund used 
in the HQ-170/180 (with a bit different coupling configuration). I 
would not expect the Hammarlunds to be as much better than the '303 as 
they are. Even the SX-101 selectivity and sideband selection 
performance is better, and it has one less stage of filtering at the 
last IF. So I still suspect a bad or off tolerance component(s) lurking 
in the '303 somewhere ... 


VVVV VV MV 


The Halli uses 50 kHz vs. NC's 80 kHz, and one less stage of low IF 
filtering, the lower final IF freq makes the difference, for selectivity, 
lower is better. 


The NC has *nox 1st IF amp(!) & 2 2nd IF amps. Halli has one high IF stage 
& one low one. All other things being equal, NC might be more 
overload-proof is some situations.

As always, a question in this forum draws all sorts of interesting responses - 
thanks to Arden, Marty, Gary and others for their thoughts on how to correct the 
filament string imbalance in my Swan 240. 


However it was Jack Iveson KyEWU who goes to the head of the class. Jack 
correctly remembered the development of "dark heater" versions of popular tubes 
which ran the filaments at lower temperatures so they didn't require as much 
power. Ordinarily a good thing, but when the tube in question is in series with 
other tubes in a series/parallel hookup, it causes the problem I was experiencing. 
As far as I can tell, there is no unique designation to denote this version of the 
tube -the markings are identical. 


I'd like to thank Jack for going through his extensive collection of tubes to find 
me a "lifetime supply" of original 6DQ5s which work properly in the Swan 240, and 


to bring them to the Oak Creek WI hamfest on Saturday. The cold resistance of 
the filament appears to be about 1/3 greater on the "dark filament" version. 


I guess the moral of the story is that methodical troubleshooting pays off, had I 
not checked the filament voltage I'd still be chasing my tail on this one. And 
it's great to have resources like this list and friends "Old Jack" around ;-)

Saw a very interesting little radio the other day. Labeled "Device No. 8D-3, 
Gunnery Range Trans-Receiver, Serial 236A, Bendix Radio, Baltimore, Contract 
No. N0a5308." 


About 13" high, 11 or 12" deep, 2.5" thick, black wrinkle finish and a dark 
green canvas carrying case. Pull-up whip antenna. Three acorn and two 
miniature tubes inside (didn't get the numbers) and room for batteries. From 
casual look at components would appear to be operating around 100 MHz, super 
regen receiver and modulated osc. transmitter.

-It's interesting - i think so anyway- this failure mode apparently 
unanticipated by the builders of all kinds of equipment back then - 
i mean approximately 20 years ago or more. I have found headphone 
bands turning to sticky tar, power cables turning sticky, plastic 
equipment 

carry handles turning sticky, black foam lining in equipment transit 
cases turning to sticky crumbly godawful cheesecake, even "Rocket 
Radio" crystal radios with lines burned in them from the headphone 
cord which was wrapped around them. ( Beware how you coil flexible 
cord around plastic test equipment or accessories! ). I don't know 
how this works, except it has something to do with the "plasticizer" 
in the material, an element which gives it a degree of flexibility. 
If that material was used inside a mechanical filter housing, that is 
really pretty cheesy. Thanks for pointing out the problem and the 
fix.
